NO ELECTION IN NORTH 
PARLIAMENT PROLONGED 


The Northern Ireland House of 
Commons vesterday passed the reso- 
lution necessary to prolong its life 
by one year. wa 

Mr. Andrews, the Premier, said 
that after the war the Government 
would be prepared to fight its poli.

RISING PRICES 
FOR LAND IN 
THIS COUNTRY 


BIG boom in agricultural 
holdings has raised the price 
of land by fully fifty per cent., 
but it has stili a good distance to 
go before it reaches the peak 
prices of the last war period. 

Land on an average now costs 
£10 an acre more than it did at 
the beginning of the war, but it 
still costs about £10 an acre less 
than it did during the last war, a 
representative of a well-known 
Dublin firm of auctioneers told an 
Trish Times- reporter vesterday. 

Buvers for land include a few 
English people and a very large per- 
centage of people from Northern 
Ireland. On the whole, buyers are 
prepared to take larger holdings 
nowadays than before the war; this 
is due to the fact that with the in- 
creased tillage arrangements buyers 
are not frightened by the prospect 
of compulsory acquisition for sub- 


division. Prices, of course, vary 
with the location. The demand is 
“ea in the home _ counties— 

ublin, Meath and Kildare—but an 


interesting example of the demand 
for holdings is the fact that an 
estate of some 126 acres in the 
County Tipperary, which in peace- 
time would not have excited any 
great interest, has been the subject 
of at least 100 inquiries, according 
to Messrs. Battersby’s, who are 
dealing with the estate. 

The average price of land before 
the war was in the neighbourh rod 
of £20 an acre, and nowadays the 
most common price is about £30 
an acre.

THE SUPPRESSED

MR. EDEN EXPLAINS 


R. ANTHONY EDEN, British 
Foreign Secretary and 
Leader of the House, yesterday 
told the Commons that he took 
full responsibility for the decision 
—taken in full agreement with 
the Prime Minister—to postpone 
de Gaulle’s proposed 
broadcast on November 21. 
“I do not want to exaggerate 
the character of this broadcast,’’ he 
said; ‘‘-still less to attribute to it 
any ill intention. I am convinced 
that there was no such intention, 
but the Prime Minister and I did 
not think its delivery at this par- 
ticular time would be helpful to the 
extremely tense and serious opera- 
tions now proceeding in Tunisia, in 
which not only British, but United 
States forces are engaged. We 
could not take the responsibility for 
allowing anything to happen, as far 
as we have the power to. control it, 
which might hamper the responsible 
commanders, or make the task of 
our Allies more difficult. 
““In a joint undertaking of this 
character one has to be particularly 
careful not to do or allow anything 
which might give an ally ground 
for complaint that common difficul- 
ties have been aggravated. This 
applies also to the field of propa- 
ganda of all kinds. His Mayjesty’s 
Government have, therefore, 
thought it right to withhold the 
broadcast. 
“ This is not the time to discuss 
arrangements which have been made 
in North Africa between General 
Eisenhower and the local French 
authorities. There will be time to 
go into all these measures when 
the battle is won.

HEATING OF SCHOOLS 


Few national schools are without 
fires this winter, a representative ot 
the teaching profession told an 
Irish Times reporter yesterday, but 
he held that the effect of a wood or 
a turf fire is purely psychological ; 
it does not raise the temperature of 
a classroom by one degree. 

The larger schools, of course, have 
central heating, and they obtain 
fairly adequate supplies of fuel on a 
system of rationing based upon the 
number of pupils and the number of 
classrooms. Other schools, which 
have coke-burning stoves, have been 
in a good position, for up to the pre- 
sent supplies of coke have continued 
to arrive, if at infrequent intervals. 
Many schools with anthracite stoves 
have had to have them removed, as 
anthracite for individual stoves is 
almost impossible to obtain. A cer- 
tain amount of anthracite is allowed 
for central heating purposes. 

In the small schools wood and turf 
are almost exclusively used. Supplies 
have been sufficient, but not liberal. 
Schools in the country, however, 
have almost unlimited supplies. of 
turf and wood near at hand.

finger-prints. It is not many years 
since this type of evidence was 
first accepted by the courts. Now 
it is a standar@ part of criminal] 
procedure—so much eo that ob 
film-goer could ever be persuaded 
to hold a gun, a door-knob, or a 
glass with ungloved fingers. The 
Courts are slow to accept new 
methods, for the life of a man 
cannot be taken away when there 
is even the smallest possibility of 
error. There is no countenance as 
yet for the ‘“‘ lie-detectors’”’ so 
beloved of earnest inventors. It is 
not sufficiently established that at 
the moment of telling a lie there 
are reactions upon the blood- 
pressure and other physical 
phenomena which may be re- 
corded by a machine. The law 
feels rightly that even the pro- 
portion of successes claimed by 
certain inventors is not high 
enough to justify the acceptance 
of the evidence of the lie-detector 
as infallible. Even should the 
machine be effective, it is not 
established that similar reactions 
might not be produced by other 
states of mind than consciousness 
of guilt. Nevertheless, the day 
may come when a machine will be 
used for that which at present is 
tested by the reason of men. 
Meanwhile, the forces of science 
ranged against the criminal w 
daily more formidable, and ibh 
the indications become more 
striking of the truth of the dictum 
that “ murder will out.”
